RELIGIOUS MESSAGE 


OF OLD TESTAMENT. 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
The essence of the ancient Israelite 


State was that it was based on certain 


ethical principles which must not be 
disregarded, which insisted on main- 
taining the right of human person- 
ality, and which refused to admit 
anything savouring of oppression. 
This was stated by Professor Theodore 
H. Robinson in the course of his third 
lecture on “ The Message of the Old 
Testament for .Our Time,” at the 
Liberal Synagogue. St. John’s Wood 
Road, London, N.W., on Sunday. The 
Leslie I. Edgar presided. 
Taking as his subject the religious 
message of the Old. Testament, . the 
speaker said that the Bible made it clear 
that. the God of Israel was. really in 
every way. the God of the whole world—

New Regulations 


New regulations governing the dispatch 
of food and gift parcels from the United 
Kingdom to Israel have recently been 
announced by the authorities in both 
countries. 

Bona fide gift farce may be sent by 
parcel post to private individuals in 
Israel. _No export licence or. currency 
declaration (Form C.D.3) is required by 
the sender nor an Israeli import licence 
by the recipient. 

parcels may be sent up to a limit 
of £10 in value and 22 |b. in weight. The 


corresponding regulations in Israel allow 


such parcels up to $5 lb. for a family 
and 274 1b. for an individual. per month. 

‘The following foodstuffs may be 
included in food parcels entering Israel.

GREEK DILEMMA. 


THE report which we publish on page 11 
from our Athens correspondent on the sale 


of the De Hirsch Hospital in Salonika 
deserves more than passing attention. 
epitomises one aspect of the tragic legacy of 


the war inherited by Greek Jewry. The 


_ §plendid hospital, which was presented to the 


Salonika community by the late Baron DE 
Hirscu in 1905, after being occupied first by 


the Germans and then by the British troops — 
which liberated Greece, has now been sold — 
to the Greek Government as it is far too large 
for the needs of the decimated Jewish com- 


munity. The fact that the Government recog- 
nised the rights of the Jewish community to 


the property and agreed to pay a considerable 


sum for it, is satisfactory. But now that the 
money is to: be -patd out, difficulties have 


arisen. On the one hand, the Greek Govern- 
ment, which, ever since the war, has been - 
forced to rely upon foreign aid to keép the 


country gomg, seems to be denranding. an 
American grant aS a prerequisite to cover the 
purchase price of £71, 
to pay. On the other hand, the Jews of Greece 


‘and Salonikan Jews who have emigrated to 
Israel are disputing about the best use to 


which the proceeds of the sale shall be put. 
The remnants of the Salonika community 


have stated that they are entitled to the 


money ; at the same time Athens Jews request 


a portion to assist them in supporting indigent 
--Salontkans now living in the capital ; 


and the 
Israeli Salonikans demand. a share as well. 
Though it is not difficult to sympathise with 


the proponents of these conflicting claims, if ~

establish a public garden to the memory of 


this great writer in the town of: her birth, 
and the local. authorities, with the assistance 
of expert horticulturists and landscape archi- 
tects, have devised a scheme that must com- 
mend itself to the admirers of George Eliot 
everywhere... .Members of the Jewish com-

JEWISH SURVIVAL 


Survival. By TRU DE Weiss-ROSMaRIN, 
Philosophic al Library. $4.

‘Dr Weiss-Rosmarin offers a spacious account 


of the Jewish qualities which, in her view, have 


secured Jewish survival in the face of recurrent 
disaster from without and dispersions and divi- 
sions within. They are qualities arising from 
an acknowledgment of, and a trust in, God, and 
justice, 
These were the features that made Jewish dis- 


tinctiveness possible and justified Jewish pride. 


A set of precepts and: practices emerged, which 
guaranteed the continuance of the initial 


inspiration, and. among which special signifi- 


cance is attached to the laws of bodily hygiene 
and family purity. kashrut, and the Sabbath.

OST housewives have some 
interest im. embroidery, even if 
their leisure for this kind of 


work limited by the -imsistent 
demands of continuous domestic 
chores. A welcome will therefore be 


readily accorded to a booklet by 
Kathleen M. Harris, produced by the 
Cambridge University Press in their 
Reader's Guide series. In jt Miss 
Harris gives a brief summary of the 
literature of embroidery, and a very 
comprehensive list of publications on 


this fascinating subject. 


Embroidery was once a fine art, 
its technique studied with as much 
diligence and application as is that of 


painting. Miss Harris tells us some-.
